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‘First step’ 
Commission 
adopts policy 

for Metro Airport

The Wayne County Commission last week moved one 
step closer to controlling noise near Detroit Metro Air- 
port in adopting a Noise Control and Mitigation Policy. 

The policy is designed to establish the framework for 
a comprehensive noise reduction program, according 
to Susan L. Hubbard, special committee chairwoman. 

“Itis a mandatory part of the process and is the first 
very important step taken to control noise at the air- 
port,’’ she said. 

The policy has been sent to the Wayne County Execu- 
tive’s Office for review by airport officials and noise 
consultants, who have committed to immediately be- 
gin the technical analysis needed to implement a com- 
prehensive noise control program for the airport, 
according to Hubbard. They are expected to present a 
draft program to the commission by fall. 

“Upon completion of the draft, another series of pub- 
lic meetings and hearings must be held before the com- s 
mission adopts the final program,” Hubbard said. + 

Adoption of the policy caps a series of events which ; 
began in November 1989 with an action by the Federal ` 
Aviation Administration to change the flight patterns 
at the airport. This action had the adverse effect of 
increasing noise in many neighborhoods north of the 
airport. 

“We had a lot of complaints so we developed a Spe- 
cial Committee on Airport Noise,” 
Wayne County commissioner and former noise czar 
for the county. 

That committee, in cooperation with the County Ex- 
ecutive’s Office and the Michigan Congressional de- 
legation, convinced the FAA to reconsider the changed » 
flight patterns and to test new procedures for routing 
aircraft. Late last month, the first test of new proce- 
dures began and it is expected to continue through 
November. 

“As a part of this testing, there are currently no 
midnight to 6 a.m. flights departing from the north,” 
Amann said. 

Other changes have also been implemented in work- 
ing to minimize noise, according to Michael Conway, 
community relations manager at the airport. 

“For example, the new 1,500-foot extension to Run- 
way 3 will allow planes to get higher in the air before 
going over residential areas,” 
reduce the amount of time noise will be directed to- 
ward the ground.”

Romulus police still looking for murder suspect

Fall was making its debut in Michigan on that 
chilly day in September 1981. 

The green leaves of summer were fighting to 
remain alive. They were fighting a losing battle. 

However, for several days, they had managed to 
conceal a grisly sight from scores of bus drivers 
and travelers who used the road. 

In a small conclave off the westbound Interstate- 
94 expressway, just west of Inkster Road in Romu- 
lus, truck drivers were turning their vehicles into a 
stop as they have done countless times before 
None were suspicious that nature was hiding a 
body just a few yards off their path 

Then about 1:45 p.m. Sept. 27, the wind had kick- 
ed up. And, as it brushed over the grass top and 
leaves, it separated an area that caught the eyes of 
two innocent strollers.

One caught sight of something lying in the grass 
He motioned to his friend and they walked over to 
the area. They were shocked at their discovery 
What they found was the body of a 30-year-old man 
There were no identification papers on the dead 
man or any indications on how the man met his 
death 

Romulus police later identified the dead man as 
Robert A. Bargeon, a part-time hairdresser, who 
was a native of Dearborn but had been living Dow- 
nriver at the time of his death 

"The victim's wallet was missing, 


Said detec 


tive Lt. Kenneth Kraus of the Romulus Police De- 
partment. “We managed to identify the victim 
through fingerprints and a missing person report 
filed by the victim's parents.” 

Kraus said Bargeon may have been killed some- 
where else and his body dumped in Romulus. 

“Our investigation revealed that the victim was 
last seen alive in a bar on 5-Mile and Telegraph 
Road in Detroit," Kraus said. *‘He apparently left 
there with two male companions. And that was on 
sept. 20.” 

Bargeon's 1972 Ford Van also disappeared and 
didn't surface until two months later when 13th 
precinct officers in Detroit found the car in 
November

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Franchising 
Inkster officials first in line to tap finances of utility companies

Inkster city officials are bet- 
ting utility companies will give 
up a share of their profits to 
them. 

And they are willing to gam- 
ble $20,000 on it. 

Councilmembers last week 
hired Houston-based Municip- 
al Administration Services Inc. 
to pursue a relatively unknown 
and they say constitutionally 
supported means of taping into 
utility company finances. 

‘The bottom lineis,” says In- 
kster Councilman Ernest Hen- 
dricks, “‘if cable TV companies 





have to pay to do business in 
our city, then why shouldn't the 
telephone, electric or gas or 
any other utility company?” 

Hendricks’ question was not 
rhetorical. Councilmembers 
approved up to $20,000 to re- 
search the acquisition of 
franchise agreements with the 
utilities. 

For the past two months, the 
Inkster City Council has been 
asking MAS representatives 
questions. And the answers 
they have been receiving have 
apparently convinced them 
they have over looked an im- 
portant source of revenues. 

‘We are the first in Michigan

to take this step, and I am will- 


ing to bet that we won’t be the 
last,’’ Hendricks said. 

In a report to Inkster city 
officials, MAS representatives 
pointed out that ‘‘local govern- 
ment franchises are important 
sources of revenue for cities 
and counties. However, many 
cities and counties are not col- 
lecting the franchise revenues 
they are entitled to collect. 

‘‘Franchise agreements 
typically include a percentage 
of gross revenue -2 to 4 percent 
is common. These can amount 
to significant sources of re- 
venue for cities and counties.

“Utilities use our infrastruc- 
ture and services,’’ Hendricks 
said. “I feel that they should 
return a fraction of their profits 
back to the community. It’s the 
price they pay for doing busi- 
ness in a community.” 

However, Inkster Mayor 
Joseph Davis Jr. wasn’t con- 
vinced. He wondered if the city 
wasn't “‘opening up a Pandor- 
a’s Box.”’ 

Also, Councilman Stephen 
Berry said he felt the consumer 
would be the loser in the long 
run. 


“If the utilities have to pay 
us, where do you think they will 
get the money from. They will 
just increase their rates to the 
consumer. Our citizens would 
be the losers if this comes ab- 
out,” he said. 

Berry was also concerned 
that if the utilities challenged 
the city in court, ‘‘the only win- 
ners would be the attorneys.” 

MAS representatives said 
utilities can not arbitrarily in- 
crease their rates because they 
must justify the increases to 
the public service commission. 

“And these hikes are not 
automatic,” said Guy Rankin, 
MAS spokesman.

Headlee takes state to court

Richard Headlee believes 
the Secretary of State and the 
state Board of Canvassers 
have disenfranchised the 
Michigan voters. 

The anti-tax foe has asked, in 
the form of a lawsuit filed in the 
Michigan Court of Appeals, to 
certify petitions that would 
give state voters an opportun- 
ity to voice their opinion about 
a proposal to cut state taxes. 

The proposal, called the 
Headlee Tax Cut Initiative, if 
approved, would cut property 
taxes assessments 10 percent 
retroactive to Dec. 31, 1990, and 
another 10 percent to Dec. 31 of 
this year. 

It would also force the state 
Legislature to fund from the 
State General Fund any local 
revenue lost by the 20-percent 
cut. 

Headlee supporters had 
gathered 224,000 signatures — 
only 191,726 were needed — to 
place the issue on the Novem- 
ber ballot. However, the 
Secretary of State's Office, re- 
portedly finding faulty signa- 
tures, refused to certify the 
necessary number and a dead- 


locked state Board of Canvas- 
sers failed to certify the peti- 
tions on a 2-2 vote. 

The two Democrats on the 
board voted against the certi- 
fication, the two Republicans 
voted for it. 

The Secretary of State had 
argued the Headlee petitions 
contained duplications and 
faulty signatures, and didn’t 
have the legally subscribed 
number of signatures to qualify 
for the ballot. 

A frustrated and angry 
Headlee responded by saying 
the Secretary of State Office’s 
conduct was ‘‘outrageous,”’ 
and urged the court to protect 
the rights of people who have 
signed more than 224,000 peti- 
tion signatures in good faith. 

In April, a tax-reformed we- 
ary state Legislature moved 
from off-center and agreed to 
‘‘freeze’’ property assess- 
ments for one year and allow 
the voters to determine 
whether they want a constitu- 
tional amendment that would 
tie assessment increases to the 
rate of inflation. 

Headlee’s group reacted to 
the ‘‘freeze’’ by labeling it un- 
constitutional. 

William McMaster, vice 


2 Et Pwo -» 


chairman of Taxpayers Un- 
ited, said ‘‘a freeze would be 
unconstitutional because Arti- 
cle 9, Section 3 (of the state Con- 
stitution) states, in part, ‘The 
legislature shall provide for the 
determination of true cash 
value of properly uniformly 
assessed which shall not ex- 
ceed 50 percent.” 


Also, Headlee’s group be- 
lieves the proposal to amend 
the constitution to limit the 
annual property tax increases 
to the rate of inflation ‘“‘is just 
as unnecessary under Gov. En- 
gler as it was when Gov. Blan- 
chard unsuccessfully cam- 
paigned on it a year ago. 


“In 1978, the majority of 
Michigan voters approved 
amending the Michigan Con- 
stitution to include the Headlee 
Tax Limitation Amendment. 
Ever since, Article 9, Section 
31, prohibits local government 
from increasing property tax 
assessments higher than 
annual rate of inflation,” 
McMaster said. 

No court date has been set to 
hear the Headlee lawsuit. 

Named as defendants are the 
Secretary of State and the state 


Board of Canvassers.

Westland police began 
targeting the intersection for 
increased traffic enforcement 
earlier this year, Hissong said.

What’s worse than driving in 
rush hour traffic?

In the long run, road im- 
provements on Interstate-94, 
between the Washtenaw Coun- 
ty line and I-275 in Canton, will 
make traveling easier. 

‘Tt is reported that more 
then 73,000 vehicles use this 
stretch of highway daily as a 
direct route to Metropolitan 
Airport, it is important that 
travelers are properly 
directed,’’ State Rep. Jim Kos- 
teva said. 

Construction will take place 
on the westbound side of the in- 
terstate, according to Anton 
DeKok, project development 
engineer for the Michigan De- 
partment of Transportation. 

“We try to advertise which 
roads will be affected, so that 
people know it’s going on,” De- 
Kok said. ‘‘We try to keep at 


1972. The facility was shut 
down in 1987 when it did not 
meet the standards of the 
federal Clean Air Act.
